It I8 not the purpose of the farm
demonstrator, or thoge who employ
him, to bother people who do not |
care  for his srevices. That is the
reason it is necessary  belore the
work is established in any county tol
arganize an assoclation of farmers.
This assoclation bhas charge of the
work, and its members contribute a
large part of the funds used. The
principal advantage of the associa-
tion is that the members agree to co-
operale with the demonstrator, and
a demonstrator will not be placed in
any county unless a county assocla-
tion of farmers has been organized
with enough members to make |t
worth while for him to work with
them, When he is outlining his co-
operative work he goes only to those
who wish Lo co-operate. All of the
attention of the demonstrator, how-
ever, need not be given to the mem-
bers of the association. The mem-
bers always come first, but if the
demonstrator is paid In part by the
department of agriculture all of the
citizens of the county are entitled to
a reasonable share of his services,
